The Wilson 
stationery, 
Green woiKl' 
school supply and W. G. Johnston W'ere 
reprt*sentwi. The last named was tho 
lowest bidder, and got the contract. 
Then they all lookwl grave. MemlM*rs 
cast a hurriixl glance at each other, and 
lo<» ked at Ch*rk Norris. 
He in turn was 
busily eugagixl for a moment, but 
bnike the painful silence with what 
they all exp« x*ted. Tw o notes, each for 
♦2,250, W’ere due. There was more sT- 
leuce, but it w as only momentary. 
Mr. 
Vodrey movixl the notes lie ¡mid. 
Mr. 
Niekle thought so, too. This time there 
was no silenw. Mr. Vodrey was on his 
feet as soon as the motion W'as seconded 
urging the use of what money they had 
to liquidate the debt, and stop the ever 
growing iufen*st. 
If uecofwary, he 
thought, the tuition fund could be ast*d, 
since existing conditions were uuusaul 
aud U(5edefl strong mt'asnres. 
Mr. McfJIaiii ha<l a word to say. 
He 
had talked with Hon. David Boyce, and 
learned the banks would be satisflixl if 
the notes were renewed and the interest 
paid. He objected to the pn)|)ositioii of 
Mr. Vodrey on the ground that it was 
not right to pay any debt from money 
not appnipriated for that purpose. 
He 
looked upon it as misappropriation and 
embezzlement, aud did not believe the 
occasion warranted it. If times did uot 
become w’orse than at present aud there 
was no panic in the country tho 
board could borrow all the money 
it netided. 
He drew’ a dismal pic­ 
ture of what might happen in the 
event of a panic, aud thought it was 
best to carry the notes as they had in 
the past. Mr. Bojce had agreed with 
him the board w’as on the safe side 
when on the side of the law. 
He would 
not vote to pay the notes with money 
borrow’ed from other funds, but he 
w’ould v(^ to renew’ them. 
In 
answering the argument Mr. 
Nickle did not w'ant to cross the bridge 
of hard times before it was reached, and 
he believed if the board treated the 
banks well the banks would treat the 
hoard w’ith equal courtesy. 
Mr. Vodrey thought the banks should 
be imd their just due, aud could see the 
board continually in hoi water if th^ 
notes W’ere not lifted. 
A bank cfficial 
had iutimi^ed to him that they wanted 
their money. 
President McGraw thought it was a 
mistake to borrow at all, and bis only 
regret was found in the fact that he had 
MUkotio&ed the aocioo. 
T1» law waa 


iKiunds. 
As th« *re wt'i*«* no rmteals then* 
he lielievixi the nob*s should 
Im* liftt*d. 
The president was firm in his jMisitiou, 
and could not see by the gri*at« x« t « tr» *t<*h 
of his imagination whert* the loanl was 
authorizt*d to spend a cent of the tuition 
fund for anything but }mying teai'hers. 
Mr. Vodix;y grew iuqiatieiit. 
If the 
iMiard lived to the strict letter of the law 
they might close up the s*>cn*tary’s di*sk 
and quit. Even this did not nuive Mr, 
McGraw, and he again said it w’onld Vm* 
illegal to i« y the notixi with money 
drawn from any ot,her fund. 
He » xnild 
understand very well that doing wnmg 
on one occasion was no excuse for going 
in the cniokid path again. 
The board could get all the money it 
waiib'd, said Mr. Niekle. 
A

man had W'ritteii him offering to famish 
funds at « per cent, providisl thc inter­ 
est 
was

H<>mi-aiuiaallv. 
This 
embxi the discutwion, and the motion w’as 
t-est« d by a vfg^e. 
Vodn*y, Niekle and 
Ncaris favond it, and it cxmld not carrj’. 
The vote (xmvinctd Mr. Nickle that 
the iMiard did not want to ptiy the iiotw 
at prtuseiit, and ho thought the next ls*st 
thing was to renew the two in <im‘stiou. 
The clerk ivgrt*ed with him, and Mr 
Vodrt*y ma<le a motion. This prompt» xl 
the prtwident to explain that the finan­ 
cial question was still in tlie hands of 
the oommittot*, and Mr. Norris prom ¡it ly 
n'sigmxi his place on the {x>mmitt*H* 
with the words that h<* could not devote 
all his time to calUiig on the banks. The

ask» d that Mr. Htevenson replace Glerk 
Norris if the doctor would not serve on 
the committci*. 
It was so disddid. 
Although it was now 11:!« ) o’cbrk. 
the elwtioii of a truant officer was taken 
up, and William Beardmore won it on 
the first ballot, Christian Wt*tzel getting 
bnt one vote. The einploynn*nt of a 
science teucher was dis« *uss« xl, and Hu- 
jMirinteiident Saiior showid the iiii’turtis 
of a few who wantixi the plae« » . 
It was 
decidid to pay $ 50 a month, and seln t 
the teacher uiM>n reconinn» iidatioii of Mr 
Hanor. The r<*sigiiation of Mr. Niekle 
was read, but not ai'teil uixm, alMiough 
the gtiiitleman explaiinxi that he (xiuld 
not devote the time r^juim l to fill the 
place. 
Mr. Sanor pres<*ntid a rm dution pro­ 
viding for a t<*achers’ institub*. 
He 
showid how the Iawallow<Hl it now that 
the city had changixl to another grade, 
and had funds not available under tlu* 
old regime.

were attacked by a band from the 
Campu tribe of Indians. 
The consul 
adds: 
“They had barely tim e to prepare for 
defense when the 
savages attacked 
them . 
The party fought w ith their 
rifles the best they could till four of 
their number having fallen, the two 
G erm ans sought safety in flight. 
For 
some tim e as they made their way off 
in the darkness they heard the repeated 
cracks of Mr. Coopers rifle and it was 
their belief that he must finally have 
been captured by the savages. ”

Some of the real oousideratiim* that go 
On make up the exist of a stop an- tho 
roal burned while the train is standing 
(till, and in order to resume the former 
tpeeil—this the Pennsylvania railroad 
pi-ople put at 18 to 16 cents.
